As THE Marines raised the American flag on Iwo Jima, 
somebody took a picture of the event. Four men, their bodies 
outlined against the clear sky, strain at the staff as Old 
Glory rises in a broad arc, snapping in the Pacific wind. 
We thrill at this picture because it expresses achievement, 
defiance. The battle-weary figures tell of hardship endured, 
of dangers sustained, and of labor accomplished. It speaks 
of victory against heavy odds. But above all, the outstretched 
arms and straining backs tell us of the unity of purpose of 
our fighting men. 


THIs PICTURE has a lesson for all of us. Unless we are doing 
our part, we cannot look long at it without shame. 

In some ways, the part of the Home Front is as difficult as 
is that of the fighter. It is difficult precisely because we endure 
no hardships and make so few and so trifling personal sac- 
rifices. It is difficult, out of the sound of the guns, to remem- 
ber to do the little things that are our only possible part in 
this war; to buy all the War Bonds we can afford; to give 
our blood to the Red Cross and to heed its appeals with 
generous money donations; to play the game by the rules, 
avoiding infractions of rationing and price regulations; to 
stay on the job, turning out supplies for our men; to keep 
the home machinery running smoothly. All this seems so 
little to do that we are prone to feel that we are useless, and 
so neglect the few things that we can do. 


THIs FEELING is dangerous. There are 130,000,000 of us. 
If we all relax a little, the consequences can be disastrous.

Beware of Jealousy 


Unknowingly, you can foster it 


in your children, whatever their 


ages. Don’t let its roots take hold

Mr. jouNson has just one fault 
as a husband—he’s jealous. Yet that 
one fault has wrecked his wife’s hap- 
piness, has all but wrecked her, and 
is rapidly wrecking his marriage. 

Mrs. Johnson has done everything 
she can about it short of blackening 
her teeth, and wearing a ring in her 
nose. A very attractive woman— 
one reason, probably, why Mr. 
Johnson fell in love with her—she 
has learned to repress her natural 
liveliness, to restrain her cordial 
approach to people, and to dress 
deliberately in a way that does not 
do justice to her charms. 

She has laid one cherished friend- 
ship after another upon the altar of 
her husband’s jealousy. She shuns 
social gatherings, since she never 
knows when some gentleman may 
pay her a thoughtless compliment, 
which Mr. Johnson will construe 
as a sign of a secret love affair. 

But the more she appeases the 
green-eyed monster, the more in- 
satiable it becomes. If they dine 
out tete-a-tete, Mr. Johnson sud- 
denly decides some man in the 
restaurant is ogling her. If, in des- 
peration, she shuts herself in her 
home, he finds sinister connotations 
in her innocent exchanges with the 
delivery boy, the mailman, the 
high-school youngster who takes 
care of the furnace. 


OsviousLy no love can live 
long in such an atmosphere. Will 
Mr. Johnson bring about by his 
action the very thing he dreads, and 
drive his wife to care for someone 
else? Will she break off the marriage 
in order to save what she can of 
herself? Or will she permit him to 
complete the process of turning her 
into a joyless, colorless automaton, 
in whom he himself will find neither 
pride nor pleasure? Whatever hap- 
pens, Mr. Johnson will lose, and he 
can never be happy in any relation- 
ship unless he conquers this one 
black trait. 

The Johnsons, to be sure, are an 
example of jealousy carried to an 
almost pathological extreme. Yet 
we all know persons who nag and 
persecute those they claim to love, 
because they are jealous. It’s not 
confined to husbands. Tolstoy, the 
famous writer, a man of saintly life, 
was driven from his home by his 
wife’s jealousy when he was past 80, 
and died in a railway station of 
pneumonia contracted in his flight. 
You see mothers try to poison all 
outside relationships for their chil- 
dren, fight like tigresses to keep 
them from normal, happy develop- 
ment. 

I say, “‘claim to love,” for jealousy 
is not love. Dr. I. N. Kugelmass says 


in his fine book, Growing Superior 
Children, “Jealousy is a chronic con- 
dition of resentment, a _ perverse 
form of self-love.” 

In other words, it is just plain 
selfishness. 

Yet jealous persons, unpleasant 
as this side of their character is, are 
also to be pitied, because jealousy 
springs from a deep sense of insecur- 
ity. You would never get Mr. John- 
son to admit that, of course. ‘Me? 
Insecure? Why, I’m as good as any 
man that ever came down the pike!” 
he’d snort. Nevertheless, insecurity 
lies at the bottom of his fear that he 
will lose his cultured, devoted, fas- 
tidious wife to the first male who 
crooks a little finger at her. 


Ir WE were to probe back into 
Mr. Johnson’s childhood, we’d find 
some circumstance, or set of circum- 
stances, that caused him to suffer 
deeply, and aroused bitter resent- 
ment. Perhaps he had a brother or 
sister who was preferred so markedly 
by their parents, or overshadowed 
him so persistently, that it destroyed 
all of Mr. Johnson’s faith in himself. 
Or he may have been an only child 
devoted to his mother, and looking 
upon his father as a rival who always 
got the best of things. Or there may 
have been a counterplay of emotions 
in which a number of resentments 
got mixed up. 

One thing we do know, jealousy 
starts in childhood. Parents should 
be alert to recognize its signs. And 
we should see to it that OUR chil- 
dren don’t grow to maturity with 
this most horrid of traits, to handi- 
cap them in their relations with 
others, and to cloud the happiness 
of those who are so unfortunate as 
to love them. 

Jealousy, if we only knew it, lies 
behind many childish behavior 
problems, such as refusal to eat, bed 
wetting, temper tantrums, com- 
plaints of illness of which no physi- 
cal traces can be found.

Tue aim of these symptoms is to 
monopolize the attention of those 
whose exclusive love the child de- 
sires,” says Doctor Kugelmass. “If 
he succeeds, he continues this tech- 
nique. If he does not, the symptoms 
become magnified. They constitute 
fear reactions carried one step 
farther from the original cause. The 
longer this mental habit continues, 
the more obscure are its ramifica- 
tions. Children lose their jealousy 
as they become absorbed in interests 
outside the family. But if the child 
is constantly made the center of the 
stage, and parents fail to be objective 
about his affairs, jealousy continues 
into adult years.” [ Turn to page 7!

FROM WATER HOLES 


By A. L. Francis 


Vine crops are notoriously greedy 
for food and water. But because even 
a few cucumbers, melons, squash, 
and pumpkins will ramble over con- 
siderable garden space, ordinary 
hose waterings or irrigation are out 
of the question. 

Water holes on which the vines 
can draw at will are what’s needed. 
These you can arrange for at the 
time you plant your seeds, or when 
you bring plants started indoors out 
to the garden. Wait until all frosts 
are past and there’s nothing but 
prospects of settled warm weather 
ahead before you do either of these. 





Wait until warm 
weather has come to 
stay before planting 
seeds of cucumbers, 
melons—all kinds, 


squash, and pumpkins. 
Space 5 or. 6 seeds 
around each can some 
3 inches out and then 
cover | inch deep. Or 
shift plants that you've 
started indoors with- 
out disturbing the roots 





Choose the best sandy loam you 
have and space your prepared holes 
8 feet apart. Break up the soil the 
full depth of your spading fork and 
work into each hole at least a gallon, 
or 2 good heaping forkfuls of old 
manure or rotted grass clippings. 

Into the center of each hill sink a 
large can in the bottom of which 
you’ve punched a half-dozen small 
holes. Fill the cans with water every 
few days, drop in balanced plant 
food every third week, and you have 
water holes to feed the huskiest 
squash, the sweetest melons, and the 
crispest ‘‘cukes” you ever dreamed of. 


Use a garden line and 
space water holes 8 
feet apart. Cans should 
be large, need not be 
new. Sink each to its 
rim. Work soil deeply 
and loosen with shred- 
ded bark, old manure, 
peatmoss, compost, or 
rotted grass clippings 





As soon as_ seedling 
vines appear, keep 


them coated with an 
all-purpose garden 
dust. Or use cryolite 
to kill beetles, and 
dusting sulfur for mil- 
dew. Every third week 
drop | teaspoon of bal- 
anced plant food into 
the water in each can

aw My boy 
at the Front. 









He was my son, but he might have been yours. 


That’s why I want to share with you the pride 


and anxiety, the joy and bitterness, the impres- 


sions I brought away with me. 


We STOOD in the dark, snowy 
woods in Germany, this tall young 
soldier and I. Somewhere below us, 
out of sight beyond the naked forest, 
a famous American infantry regi- 
ment was jabbing at the Germans 
across a frozen stream. 

Behind us, over the shoulder of a 
little hill, ammunition trucks grunted 
past, bringing up the night’s shells 
for the 105 and 155 guns. We could 
hear ambulances, too, heavy with 
double loads, panting up the grade 
from the dressing stations. 

A German 88 dropped somewhere 
off to our left, and I must have 
started, for the soldier put his hand 
on my shoulder. 

“Its “okay, Dad,” he said. 
“They ll come a lot closer than 
that.” 

The soldier was my only son. He 
was 19, a battle-hardened veteran. 
He had left the lines only a few hours 
ago; in a few more he would be 
back. He was my son, but he might 
have been yours. That’s why I’m 
writing this. Because [ am one 
father whose military duties took 
him for a few hours to where his 
son was fighting. I want to share 
with all fathers the pride and anx- 
iety, the joy and bitterness, the 
impressions I brought away with me. 

How did the boy look? How was 
he equipped and trained? What was 
he thinking about? What did he 
need? What were his future plans? 
Had the war changed him? These 
questions and a thousand others any 
father asks himself in awakeful night. 

The boy looked fine. Tough, 
capable, alert. Thinner than when 
I last saw him. Taller, I believe. 
Straighter, I’m sure. He carried his 
shoulders back, and _ his rifle, 
strapped across them, seemed to 
be a part of him. He was wind- 
browned and clean shaven. He 
wore his helmet just off the regula- 
tion position. He’s not a parade 
soldier. He’s a fighter. 

One night six months before, I’d 
said good-bye to this boy. We had 
met the hour of leaving with a sort 
of noisy, spurious gaiety. There was 
no gaiety left in him now. He was 
dead serious. He stood there in the 
snow with his feet apart, head tilted 
slightly forward, and I had the im- 
pression that he was listening con- 
stantly for sounds [ did not hear: 
All good soldiers get the cautious

habit of listening. What was this 
one thinking about, this boy who, 
like your own boy, always had liked 
to dabble in thoughts too big fo: 
him; who, like your own, had th 
independent, exploring, questioning 
mind of modern youth? 

He wasn’t thinking of the Fou 
Freedoms that night on the front. 
He wasn’t thinking of a happier, 
better postwar world. He wasn’ 
making any plans for himself even. 
Maybe men can do that in the back 
areas. Here in Monschau Forest 
this boy was thinking of the onl) 
important thing on earth for him 
at the moment, how to keep him- 
self aiid his friends alive and how to 
kill Germans. 

He had met the Germans close 
up, not thru the headlines of the 
morning newspaper. He knew them 
as tough, determined, skillful sol- 
diers. He hated them, as all his 
mates did, with a deep, hot persona! 
hatred. He hated them for thei: 
cunning and ruthlessness, for the 
dead refugees he had seen _ beside 
the roads of France as he came thru, 
for dead little towns. He hated them 
for what they had done to his own 
friends. His squad had been hit 
hard last month. His buddy and 
one other had been killed and six 
more wounded. There'll be no soft 
peace if he and his pals have a voice 
in it. 


Tre big guns rumbled, off to the 
south, and an ambulance groaned 
on the steep grade over the hill. 

“Cigarette?” The boy pulled out 
one of those small oblong boxes that 
come in the K ration can, four cig- 
arettes to the box.

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Do You Really Want to Move 
to the Country? 


By Aaron Dudley 


Country life isn’t all butter and eggs and summer 
sunsets, a “city farmer’? cautions in reply to 
last month’s *““We Live Better on Two Acres.” 
He points out some right useful things for you to 


know before you cuddle up with a mortgage 


a plagued by suburban claustrophobia or 
stampeded by the spirited bidding of land speculators, 
thousands of “‘city farmers” have already bought places in 
the country since the beginning of World War II. They’re 
buying alkali, swamp, sand, barren orchards, virtually 
anything that looks like a farm. . 

Their eagerness and pathetic ignorance is a mystery to 
those of us who have learned a bit about hogs, alfalfa, and 
what makes a cow come fresh. A lot of them are going to 
be disappointed as newness of their rural ventures wears off 
and they stare mortgages in the face. 

Six years ago we yielded to the lure of dusty lanes and 
open fields, ourselves. We’ve been “‘week-end farmers” ever 
since, and, come Victory, we’re figuring strong to forsake 
the city altogether—as far as living is concerned—and es- 
tablish a full-time country home. 

Our suburban home just can’t compete with a country 
place. 

But we’re facing our proposed exodus with no illusions 
about country life, and six years of stern tutorage behind us. 
We’ve long since learned you can’t find financial independ- 
ence on a few acres—without benefit of oil wells or stills. 
We’ve wrestled with the infamous nematode that dwarfs 
trees and kills plants, and we’ve seen a few hot days cost us 
several hundred dollars in crop losses. We’ve seen wells go 
dry, sows kill or cripple the finest pigs of a litter, and cows 
quit giving milk out of one handle. But we’re still going back 
for more. 

Why? 

Because the country’s treated us well in spite of all the 
heartbreaks. We’ve a comfortable home, a garden, more 
than half a hundred young fruit trees, a little vineyard, a 
cow, some pigs, a saddle horse we never have time to ride, 
and hay in the barn. 

We were lucky that the bug bit us in prewar days. Our 
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initial capital was $250 borrowed for a down payment, and 
operating capital was what few dollars we could salvage 
from a regular working wage. 

Tho it doesn’t mean financial independence, you’d have 
an awfully tough time starving us to death on it in times of 
temporary sickness or unemployment. And the debt against 
it is now so small that even in the most difficult times it 
would render enough profit to keep the mortgage holder 
happy. In contrast, our city place would be a definite 
liability if we were unemployed. It would produce nothing. 

Keeping the outstanding debt against your farm or coun- 
try home small is important, especially now when increased 
incomes are tempting many to pay inflated prices. This 
tendency is so prevalent and so dangerous that the United 
States Department of Agriculture has issued pamphlets 
and booklets urging caution. 


THE wise city worker, looking to a postwar country home, 
won’t let colorful sales leaflets and enthusiastic promoters 
stampede him into investing hard-earned War Bond money 
in a doubtful deal. If he plans to produce anything at all on 
it, he’ll check with his county farm agent. He’ll cultivate the 
acquaintance of neighboring farmers, gain their confidence 
and thus learn the merit and weakness of the acreage in 
question. He’ll have the soil chemically analyzed. He'll 
learn something of the place’s history and past crops. If he 
plans for no more than a family vegetable garden, and some 
fruit and chickens, he’ll remember an acre of good land will 
provide space for a family orchard, garden, and small flock 
of chickens, and is likely all that a man with a full-time job 
in town will want to or can take care of. He’ll remember 
that it takes blackberries, raspberries, and grapes three to 
four years to reach normal production, and fruit trees five 
to seven. 

If he intends to produce nothing but is just going to live 
there because he likes the fields and woods and smell of new- 
mown hay, he’ll remember to check on county zoning laws, 
because who knows what sort of shack may go up in view 
just beyond his fence. He’ll remember that everything takes 
maintenance, that the more space there is the more yard 
there is to mow or weeds to cut or trees and shrubbery to 
trim and prune. People say sheep mow the grass. Yes, but 
sheep must be watered and fed and fenced and housed. And 
will the septic tank clog up and the pump freeze? And tho 
there are no walks to snow-shovel, is there an even longer 
driveway, and tire chains to put on, and _ | Turn to page 104 
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Inoculants for beans enable 
plants from treated seeds to 
take up nitrogen freely. This 
results in thriftier growth and 
bigger yields.

Grow Better BEANS 


In 1944 beans nosed out tomatoes as the No. I 
crop in home gardens. BR. M. Carleton tells why 


B EANS are the easiest of all vegetables to 
grow. The big seeds sprout in a hurry and 
grow into husky plants that need no cod- 
dling. In less than 60 days the delicious 
pods, crammed with flavor, are ready for 
the table. And because from vine to pot is 
only a matter of minutes, no beans are ever 
as good as those you grow outside your own 
kitchen door. For space used, beans are one 
of our most productive crops. Plant short 
rows ‘and make successive plantings every 
two weeks. With these plantings you can 
keep up a high rate of production all thru 
the summer. 

Nutritionally, beans are close to the top, 
chock-full of vitamins and minerals. Eating 
fresh beans is one of the big rewards you 
earn by growing food at home. But to pro- 
duce better beans we must begin with better 
varieties. Don’t grab any old packet you 
see. Be fussy. Ask for the tender varieties 
that are low in fiber. These don’t ship well, 
but are super in flavor. Take Tendergreen, 
for instance. It sets the quality standard for 
all beans. Its pods are round, straight, and 
about six inches long. If grown in good soil, 
preferably black loam, it’s as productive as 
any variety in existence. 

Some epicures insist that flat pod beans 
are tops, and no one who has eaten a well- 
cooked dish of Plentiful will argue much 
with them. Eaten fresh or frozen, Plentiful 
ranks high. When canned, some object to 
its waxy appearance after processing. It 
thrives in heavy clay loams. Better for can- 
ning and almost its equal when fresh is 
Bountiful, an old variety but still one of the 
best. It does well in almost all soils. 


Florida Belle. [n hot summers up and 
down the Mississippi Valley and in the 
Deep South, beans sometimes fail because 
of the nasty little ‘‘no-see-ums,”’ the leat 
hoppers. Even when plants do grow, they 
often drop their flower buds in hot, dry 
weather. The plant breeders in Florida 
licked that problem with Florida Belle, 
brand-new in 1945, and a top-notch quality 
bean. It matures its tremendous crop ol 
pods over a short period of time, so several 
succession plantings are needed to cover

Tomatoes hace the food values of both fruits and vegetables. 
Victor HM. Ries tells us how to grow them to perfection 


‘Tease grown especially for your 
own table and picked at their prime are 
something to get excited about. There are 
few who can’t grow plenty for the family’s 
salads, their vitamin cocktails, a fine lot of 
appetizing preserves—and quarts and 
quarts of chilled juice both orange-colored 
and red. Better growing methods will pro- 
duce better tomatoes. 

Tomato plants started indoors require 
plenty of sun and not too high a tem- 
perature; otherwise, the plants are going to 
be weak and spindly. It is usually more sat- 
isfactory to buy from an experienced grower 
the half dozen big plants that you need 
early—to beat the neighbors, than to try to 
raise your own. 

It’s not necessary to set out big tomato 
plants all in bloom—except for a few early 
ones for table use and to brag about. For 
the bulk of your tomatoes for canning and 
for midsummer eating, you can grow your 
own plants, or even sow the seed right in 
the rows when the ground warms up, and 
still get a good crop. 

Trying to beat the other fellow by setting

So to him (Walter Wurde- 
man) and to his partner, Welton Beckett, they 
put the question, ‘Can we mix things up?” 

Said the architects, “Of course you can. Your 
stuff is good. And good will go with anything—if 
you tie it all together with the right sort of touch.” 

Well, the touch was Artist Arthur Wurde- 
man’s. In this home of his he provided the link 
that was needed to tie his furniture gracefully 
into the crisp, simple, unfussed Modern rooms 
his architect brother had designed. The link was 
a hand-painted, modernized, Dutch peasant 
decorative scheme, shown most noticeably in the 
dining-alcove’s built-in shelves and cleverly de- 
signed cupboard doors, its theme then carried 
over into the furnishings thru bright colors in 
pottery and fabric designs. 

The touch is never a harsh one. When it shows 
up in figurines, in framed prints, in calico slip- 
covers and seat pads, you’re not startled into 
thinking, ““This is a Modern house filled with 
old furnishings.’’ You know all that because you 
feel it, and you’re satisfied. 

It isn’t until you begin studying the floor 
plans on paper that you come to the complete 
realization of the utterly Modern planning in 
the layout of the house itself. It’s planned for a 
small lot, which might have made it difficult to 
provide any privacy if the architects hadn’t put 
the garage, the kitchen, and the service room at 
the front. Thus, deliverymen don’t walk thru to 
anywhere; they come, leave what they’ve 
brought, and go. 


SECOND key to privacy is the patio, center of 
the family’s living.

ites. ‘be a red-letter day on your garden cal- 
endar when you first discover what you can get 
from the summer-flowering bulbs. Their bloom 
comes quickly. It’s sure. And easy—just take a 
bagful of the newer gladioli—and the bag no 
bigger than 10 pounds of sugar—plant these 
in clumps of three to seven, and you’ll electrify 
a tame and familiar border. 

Clumps of Mexican Shellflowers or tigridias 
tilting in the sun give the feel of a carnival. 
Carmen Miranda’s headgear is dim and formal 
beside them. 

To dress up your porch or to hobnob with 
your ferns in that shady corner, you can have 
yellow callas with their spotted leaves, and 
exotic tuberous begonias looking quite out of 
this world. You can grow fancy-leaf caladiums 
there, breath-taking for size and the lovely 
colored patterns of their leaves. And these in 
shade, mind you. Plant some tuberoses now, 
and they'll fill the warm August nights with 
their sweetness. 

From little inexpensive bulbs set out in May, 
you can have brilliant pink shamrocks with 
every leaf a “‘four-leaf clover,’ and clumps of 
zephyr-lilies looking like big pink crocuses. In 
your perennial border you’ll find the flowers 
of the gloriosa or climbing-lily brighter than 
parakeets and performing just as oddly. 

Clumps of montbretias in mixed colors will 
break out bright as fireworks, and tall galtonia 
stems drip dozens of white bells above the 
wasp-waisted flowers of the Aztec-lilies. 
They’re gorgeously red and glowing both in 
pots and in beds.

How to Use 


SOAPTER RUGS

— rugs will do triple duty for your home this 
year. They'll add a stimulating splash of color, keep 
heavy-traffic areas on your carpeting from showing wear, 
and hide worn spots in floor coverings of all types.

Choose rugs that are in scale and in harmony with 
your room and its furniture.

On bare floors, a careful arrangement of scatter rugs 
gives the feeling of full carpeting or shows off polished 
hardwood surfaces. Nonskid pads or linings keep the 
rugs from slipping. 


Make your window the center of interest if your 
room has a view—or lacks a fireplace. The width 
of your window should determine the rug length, 
the love-seats or chairs the rug width. This large 
rug frames a nook that invites tea and sociability 














In a small living room, large rugs give a feeling 
of spaciousness. The large scatter rug extends 
beneath chairs and sofa, knits the group to- 
gether, and leads all eyes to the fireplace. The

have followed other wars. 
They needn’t this one. 

Dengue, filariasis, cholera, malaria—our 
Navy doctors see little chance of these be- 
coming epidemic, if we’re alert, when our 
South Pacific fighters come home. 

But malaria, particularly, is a_ threat. 
Thousands of our soldiers—some say a mil- 
lion—will return home with malaria in 
their blood, and there are anopheline mos- 
quitoes in all parts of the country to spread 
the disease. 

Malaria is the great destroyer. It caused 
more casualties in the Spanish-American 
War than bullets. It laid low so many British 
and German troops in the Near East, in 
World War I, that both sides had to stop 
fighting. Their armies were in the hospital. 

Malaria can travel long distances and 
strike with lethal fury. Soldiers returning 
north from southern battlefields in the Civil 
War started outbreaks all the way to the 
Canadian border. In 1938 a few anopheline 
mosquitoes native to Africa, somehow mi- 
grated to Brazil, probably by airplane. 
Malaria broke out and 14,000 Brazilians 
died. It took 2,000 doctors and technicians 
19 months to eliminate the scourge. 

Only 50 years ago, malarial outbreaks 
were common in our northern states. Ma- 
laria hindered the settling of Oregon and 
Washington a hundred years 
ago. Good control measures 
have chased the disease 
down below the Mason and 
Dixon line, but the mos- 
quitoes are still in the north, 
waiting their chance, when 
our Pacific fighters come 
home with malaria in their 
blood, to distribute trouble. 





The malaria carrier, 


As against yellow fever and dengue, the 
mosquito control programs of our states 
and our United States Public Health Serv- 
ice are measures against malaria. Yet, say 
the Navy doctors, it will be well to have 
community programs ready. Ojiling, dust- 
ing, draining, screening, use of mosquito 
repellents, even goldfish in the garden pool 
—these are some of the measures we can 
take. 


Ir WAS a little fish named gambusia that 
saved Sicilians from malaria epidemics 
during the years of German occupation. The 
Nazis had requisitioned away all the oil 
commonly used for control, and no paris 
green was available. So the resourceful 
Sicilians placed gambusia in all the farmers’ 
pools and shallow stock wells. They nibbled 
away all the mosquito wigglers. 

But by the time of our July, 1943 in- 
vasion, grass had grown around the edges 
of the pools and mosquitoes were breeding 
prolifically. Malaria was on the rise and 
soldiers were reporting to the aid stations 
with severe chills. Navy Doctor G. S. Tul- 
loch went to the military authorities at the 
port of Licata and had a law passed com- 
pelling farmers to clean out their pools. To 
implement the law, Tulloch enlisted vol- 
unteer teams of Italian prisoners. These 
men grubbed grass from the 
pools, and presently the 
anopheles population began 
to disappear into the raven- 
ous jaws of the gambusia. 

Any surface-feeding fish 
will do the job. Goldfish are 
excellent. Those of us who 
have pools in our back yards 


might well stock them with 
anophe- 


les, stands on her head to bite 
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goldfish. That way, we’ll be keeping down 
the mosquito population and eliminating a 
close-to-home source of malaria infection. 

Our Navy medical teams, operating in 
the war theaters, find mosquitoes as pro- 
ductive of casualties as bullets and grenades. 
These pests have a way of taking deadly 
germs from sick blood, developing the 
germs in their intestinal tracts to a point 
where they are dangerous to man, then 
plunging them by the millions into healthy 
servicemen. So it’s mosquitoes our medical 
men go after, first of all. 


lr YOU were to look into a landing barge 
chugging toward some Jap-held shore you 
would see a man squatting on the deck with 
a spray tank slung over his shoulders. It’s 
filled with light diesel oil. When this man 
reaches shore, he looks for standing water 
in shell holes, bomb craters, and wheel ruts. 
Over the surface of the water he sprays a 
film of oil. He does this to kill the pest before 
it takes wing. 

The malaria-carrying mosquito breeds 
in small pools, swamps, and the relatively 
still water along the grassy banks of streams. 
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The female lays her eggs on the surface of 


the water. In a short time the wiggler (or 
larva) emerges from the egg, then spends 


about a week growing up. At the end of 


that time the wiggler becomes a pupa, much 


like a butterfly’s chrysalis. In a couple of 


more days he breaks out of the pupa and 
flies away, looking for someone to sting. 

In his larva stage, the anopheles lies just 
under the surface of the water and every so 
often thrusts his tubelike breathing appa- 
ratus above the surface for air. When he en- 
counters a film of oil he takes it into his 
trachea, gets poisoned, and dies. If oil is 
kept over the surface continuously for a half 
hour, all the larvae are poisoned and there 
won’t be another crop for a week. 


On A flowing stream, a spray tank is use- 
less, so the Marine medic punches a small 
hole in the bottom of a five-gallon can and 
suspends it over the surface of the water. 
The oil drips and spreads to both banks, 
and presently the larvae are encountering 
oil and dying by the millions. A half hour 
of constant dripping and the stream is safe 
for a week. 

It is difficult to spread oil over a large

ee ounce you buy must be an 
ounce to enjoy! Today’s roasts are 
junior-sized, to share the meat and 
make the points go ’round; that’s the 
reason every bite must be done to per- 
fection, tender and flavor-perfect. 

Because smaller cuts take longer 
roasting time per pound than the 
hefties, we supplement our little roast 
refresher course with the latest time- 
table. 

If there’s a bite left over, keep it juicy 
under waxed paper in the refrigerator; 
use one of the ideas to your right’ to 
make it the hub of a meal tomorrow. 


I—A little lamb of a roast is this lamb 
loin cut, once left on the leg, now lopped 
off to make 24% to 3 pounds of fine 
eating. Can be boned and rolled, but 
why use your meat man’s time? Don’t 
wash away precious flavor—just wipe 
with a clean cloth. Those colored mark- 
ings are pure vegetable coloring— 
won’t hurt you a whit. Now rub with 
salt, pepper, and a dash of dry mustard 
if you like. One teaspoon of salt per 
pound of meat is a rule to remember. 
Meat experts tell us that salt sinks in 
just a mere half-inch, but we like our 
salt applied now, for perfect seasoning 
in drippings and gravy. For an extra 
brown finish, give your roast a paint 
job with one of the new meat extracts 
or gravy flavoring concentrates. Adds 
rich color, boosts the meaty goodness. 


2—Fat side up is a “‘must,” for this 
way your roast becomes a self-baster. 
Melted fat trickles down, seeps into 
the meat as it roasts. Spy that rack or 
trivet in the roasting pan? It’s there to 


ensure the same crisp brown all the way 
around, to make the last bite as de- 
liciously juicy as the first. If your roast 
has bones, like a standing rib, it may 
make its own prop and you can skip 
the trivet. Choose a shallow pan for 
even cooking and browning. 


:3—Now to the oven. No cover and no 
water is the wise modern way. This is 
a roast—tender meat that needs only 
dry heat. Less tender cuts take braising 
or pot-roasting—water added, cover on. 


4—Low or moderate heat is the roast- 
ing rule. And no searing temperature 
to start it off! All that ever accom- 
plished was popping fat, lost juices, 
charred bones, and a whale of an oven 
cleaning job. Meanwhile your roast 
dwindled to half its size. This way saves 
time, leaves every bite wonderfully 


juicy and flavorful from its uniform 


cooking. If you’ve a meat thermometer 
—fine! Insert the bulb in the center of 
the thickest part. Otherwise set your 
oven regulator and forget it till time’s 
up. Small roasts take longer cooking 
per pound than big roasts. Follow our 
“Little Roasts’? Guide. 


%— Make a platter picture finish. Don’t 
fume if your big server’s too sizey for a 
tiny roast. Garland that precious meat 
with lovingly cooked vegetables, art- 
fully placed. They'll say, “‘What a 
glamorous platter!’ Dad serves the 
vegetables along with the meat, and 
you save on dishwashing. This roast is 
lamb; remember, it calls for a good hot 
platter. Lamb should be hot-as-hot or 
cold sliced—never lukewarm! 
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Things to Do 
With Leftover Meat 


Lucky you if they don’t lick the platter clean 
these days. Save every meat tidbit and all the 
good gravy. If it’s: 

Beef 
Combine cubed meat with moist bread 
dressing; bake. 
Combine meat cubes with cooked vege- 
tables; add gravy; top with fluffy 
mashed potatoes; bake. 
Combine chopped beef, onion, and 
green pepper; spread on biscuit dough; 
roll, slice, and bake; serve with gravy. 


Baked Hash: Brown 1 medium-sized 
onion, chopped, and 2 cups diced, 
cooked beef in hot fat. Add 2 cups cubed 
cooked potatoes. Season. Turn into 
greased baking dish; pour over 4% cup 
gravy. Bake (350°) 30 minutes. 


Meaty Croquettes: Combine 1 cup sea- 
soned white sauce, 1 cup ground, 
cooked beef, 1 cup cooked rice, and % 
tablespoon chopped onion. Spread thin 
on plate; chill thoroly. Shape. Dip into 
| beaten egg mixed with 1 tablespoon 
water; roll in dry bread crumbs. Fry in 
deep, hot fat (375°) until brown. Drain 
on absorbent paper. Makes 12. 


Monday Meat Pie: Brown 1% cup diced 
celery, 4% cup diced onion, and % cup 
chopped green pepper in hot fat; add 
2 cups cubed beef roast and 1 cup each, 
cubed leftover potatoes, cubed, cooked 
carrots, and gravy. Season. Pour into 
casserole; top with browned bread 
cubes. Bake in moderate oven (375°) 
30 minutes. Serves 6. 
Pork or Veal 


Dice and mix with chicken for salad. 
Make a gelatine salad with lots of crisp 
vegetables. Dice cucumber in the 
mayonnaise for a sauce. 

Combine 1 10%- or 11-ounce can con- 
densed cream of mushroom soup and 
4 cup top milk; blend. Heat; add 1% 
cups diced, cooked meat and 4% to % 
cup chopped canned pimiento. Add 
some of hot sauce to 1 egg yolk; add to 
remaining hot sauce. Heat thoroly. 
Serve in nests of fluffy mashed potatoes. 

Ham 

Cream with chopped, hard-cooked eggs 
and mushrooms.

Torn Hems and Edges 


By Louisa M. Comstock 














































Prevent. Hems are a finish, not a handle. Don’t grasp by the hem 
when you take sheets from the bed, lift during washing, hang on 
the line. Hang instead by folding sheets hem to hem, folding on 
line with hems 12 inches over, pinning at 12-inch intervals. 
(Equal care will preserve pillowcase and towel hems.) Pamper 
all edges by minding your bedmaking. Instead of just jabbing the 
sheet under the mattress, work with mattress lifted. Don’t unmake 
with a quick jerk. If edge is worn or caught, a yank will tear it. 
Cure. When hems fray, cut them off, turn a new narrow hem, or 
replace hem. Use old lace or crocheted edgings as in Figure 1. 
Or sew on bands of new material this way: cut bands on a thread, 
fold raw edges under, and press. Then match folded edges, press 
center fold and apply like bias tape as in photograph. If stitching 
only has given way, return hem to its own with rickrack as in 2. Rickrack get-together 
Figure 2, or with lace insertion. Mend frayed selvages when co 2 : 
practical. Otherwise cut off, hem for smaller bed or crib sheets, 
pillowcases, or patches! When cases give along the seams, turn 
inside out, restitch deep enough to clear worn part. 





Thin Spots 


Prevent. Hold linens up against the light and look for those worn 
spots! Offset by making beds one week with wide hems at top, 
next with wide hems at bottom. Turn pillows daily. Fit the case 
to the pillow. Overstuffed cases thin more quickly. And slip cases 
on easy, pillow firm against body, two hands grasping pillowcase. 
Cure. Re-enforce thinning areas as soon as light test reveals them. 
Cut re-enforcing material large enough so stitching will go in 
firm, unworn territory, apply it so the thread weave matches that 
in sheet or case. For a smoother job, without billows, pin and 
baste flat on ironing board or kitchen table. Secure center first, 
then smooth out to edges. For a seam you'll never feel, slip-stitch 
by hand as in Figure 3, or machine stitch right on tip edge as in 
Figure 4. And why not be cheerful while you mend? Contrasting 
bands like those in the photograph use up leftovers, give your 
wartime makeshift a heartening gaiety.

Tears 


Prevent. Search beds for saboteurs like broken springs, splinters, 
other catchers and rippers. Use pad between mattress and un- 
boxed’ springs. Run hand inside clothes hamper, turn flashlight 
down clothes chute, searching for snaggers. See that pins for over- 
night curling stick in your hair, not in the pillowcase! If sheet’s 
too short, use less tuck-in or add material to lenghten. Plenty of 
toe-room means you’re less likely to jerk, pull, and tear. Safest 
is a 4-inch toe-fold across the foot of the bed. 

Cure. Pin or baste L to paper or re-enforcing material, torn edges 
just meeting. See Figure 9. Use hand running stitch or machine 
to zigzag across tear as in Figure 10. Or take the easy modern 
way shown opposite—with plastic mending tape. Cut tape to 
cover tear, rounding corners so they won’t scuff up. Lay L ten- 
derly on ironing board, edges just meeting, pin ’round and about 
so weight of sheet won’t pull edges apart. Set iron at medium heat 
or ‘‘Wool,” hold on tape seven seconds, and it’s done. Mending 
tape is available at notions counters, with easy-to-follow direc- 
tions on the package. 
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3 Splits 


Prevent. Most long tears are crease breaks. So why crease? If 
you like the looks of folds, iron just up to them, not across, lift 
iron and crease with finger tips. Better yet, shift the creases by 
folding in halves this ironing, in thirds the next. 

Cure. Short splits are usually just long ones getting started. 
Might as well give them their way. Make sure first that the rest 
of the sheet is sound enough to justify your efforts. No use putting 
energy into sheets over halfway to the dustcloth stage anyway. 

_ Worth it? Then tear from end to end along the line of the split. 
For straight, tidy edges, tear as in photograph, with a brisk, sure 
pull, but only a few inches at a time. Grasp material tight and as 
close as possible to the point where the tear begins. Turn both 
pieces so selvages overlap 14 inch as in Figure 11, stitch on both 
sides of the lap, hugging edges for smooth seams. Narrow-hem 
raw edges as in Figure 12, or use the machine.

Prevent. Towels are for drying, not for razor-wiping, shoe-shin- 
ing. When you wipe knife blades, draw dish towels down the dull 
side. Rest all towels easy on towel bars, never over pointed hooks. 
Feel closet shelves for splinters; don’t jab with clothespins. If you 
do snag a terry towel, clip the pulled thread loop-high as in 
Figure 13 before it can catch and pull farther. And don’t keep 
using towels until you must overwash to get them clean! 

Cure. Darn! Crochet cotton is good match for both linen and 
terry. Use it even to work new loops on bath towels. When the 
hole is big and jagged, draw the towel into better shape for mend- 
ing by running a guard thread around the hole as in the photo- 
graph. Avoid a bulge by darning with towel flat. Trim broken 
threads inside the hole and weave as in Figures 14 and 15, spac-

Prevent. No matter how good it feels, abstain, please, from see- 
sawing that poor towel across your back. Both the see-saw and 
that lovely quick snap‘at the end are bad for the towel, particu- 
larly for the edges. Avoid all other forms of pulling, too; guide, 
don’t pull thru the wringer; don’t snap into shape on the line. 


Cure. When edges are only slightly frayed, turn once and ma- 
chine stitch as in Figure 16, making sure the tension is compara- 
tively loose. Or turn worn selvage down to sound toweling, finish 
snug and secure by blanket stitching as in the photograph. Use 
crochet cotton in matching or contrasting color. Trim worn hem 
ends and bind wit’: tape or other folded material. See Figure 17. 
Here, too, you can use color contrast to give an old towel flair. 


Mildew 





Prevent. Never put towels, or anything, damp in the laundry 
hamper. Plan so you can iron within 12 hours after sprinkling. 
Air to make sure freshly ironed bed and bathroom linens are 
thoroly dry before storing. And adopt a storing routine that guar- 
antees each article in the pile its turn in use. For instance: use two 
stacks, one labeled ‘‘Use First,”’ the other ““Coming Up.” When 
putting away the week’s laundry, first lift any sheets left in the 
**Use First’ stack to the top of the ““Coming Up” stack as in the 
photograph. Then move the “Coming Up” stack into ‘‘Use 
First” position and put freshly laundered sheets in the “Coming 
Up” stack. Thus each sheet will get its turn in use.

Don and I are members of a mi- 
nority group; we are a married 
couple without a child, Our case has 
been ignored, and it is time that one 
of us should speak in our defense. We 
seldom hear of anyone _ honest 
enough to admit that there might 
be good in some of us and that we 
are not all entirely selfish, as seems to 
be the opinion of the majority of our 
family-style friends. It is hardly fair

Evidently some of our friends be- 
lieve that we childless couples pos- 
sess no sensitiveness of feeling what- 
soever. At our college reunion, it 
was my friend, Charlotte, who said 
to the gathering that I would have 
a child after I had all the “things” I 
wanted, representing me as a mer- 
cenary wench, unmindful of the 
true meaning of life’s values. On 
the same occasion, Don bore the 
brunt of his friends’ humor. Most 
of the men were fathers, and needless 
to say he came in for a great deal of 
ribbing because he had no heir to 
carry on his name. Because Don is 
so good-natured, he didn’t tell them 
to mind their own business. 


You would think that the woman 
might be the more understanding 
one in this situation; but nay, it is 
the man who often sees that a couple 
is not going to let the lack of a baby 
terminate its happiness and _ that 
life will go on, even if not punctuated 
by the gurgle of little ones. The 
female makes the barbed remarks, 
often as if in fun, but hurled with real 
purpose toward the heart of the 
childless couple. I know of one girl 
who had just lost a child at birth, 
this fact being unknown to the 
people at the dinner party she was 
attending.

Altho as a rule personal problems 
are not a topic of popular discussion, 
mothers seem without compunction 
when talking‘about the most inti- 
mate details of other women’s lives.

It was not, and is not at this time, 
our intent to commit our readers to 
wholesale electric shock. Therefore, 
to all of you who may have followed 
to the letter the suggestions made 
in this article, we serve warning 
that extension cords with tu o-pronge 1 
plugs at each end are decidedly hazardous 
and should be changed at once. 

A two-pronged plug is completely 
safe on the end which is to be 
plugged into the wall. But the other 
end should terminate in a receptacle 
which will receive the two-pronged 
plug from the iron (such as the one 
correctly illustrated in the drawing 
third from the top, above). The iron 
cord can be plugged into this tvp 
fitting with no danger whatever of 
electric shock.

Any plant food may 
be used if it dissolves in water. How- 
ever, the mixtures made up espe- 


transplanting solutions. 

Gardeners who have started their 
plants off with such a liquid diet in 
the past say it’s not only safe but 
gives their plants a quick start. They 
find that in a good garden soil plants 
that grow quickly will make a crop 
with no further additions of plant 
food for that season. 

To make up your own transplant- 
ing solution, fill a 12-quart pail or 
sprinkling can with water and put 
in 3 tablespoons of the stronger 
plant foods having a 13-26-13 ratio, 
or a teacupful of a regular balanced 
plant food. If you buy this plant food 
in small packages, look at the direc- 
tions. It will tell you whether it is 
4-12-4 or 5-10-5 or 12-24-12, 13-26- 
13, or something else. The numerals 
indicate the proportion of the main 
constituents—4 parts nitrogen, 12 
parts phosphorus, 4 parts potash— 
or whatever the proportions are. 


For the starter solution to be ap- 
plied to seed, place twice as much 
plant food in the pail of water. Stir 
this plant food thoroly. Not all of 
the material wil! dissolve at once, 
tho the best part of it will. Keep 
stirring as you apply it to your plants. 

Make the holes for the plants with 
a trowel or hoe. As you set each 
plant in the hole, pour around it a 
cupful of the liquid and draw dry 
soil in around it. If the water is 
enough to soak the soil that you 
place around the roots (which is 
most desirable), don’t pack it. Let 
the water do the packing. Otherwise

What to Do About Moles 


By Leslie MacRae 


Here are six ways to stop these invad- 
ers, keep them from upsetting plants 


and turning fine lawns into corduroy 


— 








Potson — traps —gas —water — 
barriers at the lot lines—and a spade 
have all been used successfully in 
ridding lawns and gardens of moles. 

Why the means and the timing 
that work for one man don’t clear 
his neighbor’s grounds of moles is 
easier understood when we know 
more about moles and their habits. 

Moles live in families or small 
colonies. Certain of their runs serve 
as regular underground passage- 
ways for a sizable colony while 
others are used but once by a single 
mole as he pushes thru the soil in 
search of food. Moles apparently 
have insatiable appetites and scien- 
tists have found that each mole will 
eat almost its own weight each day 
in grubs, beetles, worms, and as- 
sorted larvae. The all-too-familiar 
mole runs are made as they burrow 
for food and push thru the soil with 
a movement like a breast stroke. 

All the five kinds of moles in the 
United States make these runs, but 
it’s only those on the Pacific Coast 
which regularly push up soil into 
volcano-like mounds to clear their 
deeper runs. Moles do not hibernate, 
but where topsoils are frozen they 
retreat to their deeper runs. 

Anyone with a badly mole-in- 
fested garden and lawn can get a 
degree of wry satisfaction from the 
fact that moles confine their search- 
ing to rich, moist soils. 

The first step in clearing any area 
of moles is to determine which runs 
are being used. To do this, first 
flatten portions of all runs. Then 
if these are raised by the moles, 
which are quite quick to repair their 
main passageways, the spots for 
your operation are established. 
Runways which have frequent open- 
ings are old ones being used by mice, 
shrews, rats, and pocket gophers 
and not by moles which have a 
strong dislike for light. 


1. When the ground is seen heaving, 
digging out is the surest and quick- 
est way to catch your mole. Step 
lightly to a spot just back of where 
the action is and quickly sock a 
trowel or spade down crosswise of 
the runway to prevent the mole’s 
escape back thru his tunnel. ‘Then— 
a quick lift and your mole’s on the 
ground to be dispatched with a tap 
from the spade or shovel. This meth- 
od is best of all when the ground is 
soft after a good rain, and the moles 
are extending their feeding tunnels. 


2. Traps are not plentiful now 
but those of the harpoon and choker 


types can frequently be borrowed 
from a neighbor if you'll try to re- 
duce the mole population of the 
neighborhood, moles paying no at- 
tention to lot lines. Whatever type 
of trap is used, it should be set in 
one of the main runways or at a 
junction. If a trap catches nothing 
after a few hours, move it to anothe1 
likely spot. 


3. On low ground moles, especial, 
the young ones in April, are fre- 
quently drowned out when creeks 
and rivers overflow. In the garden, 
drowning out may take enough 
water to hike your water bill, but 
the shrubs also benefit from this ex- 
tra irrigation. 


4. Because moles have a keen sense 
of smell and are suspicious of for- 
eign substances, repellents can be 
fairly effective in keeping moles out 
of a given area. Visible runways are 
opened enough to insert a teaspoon 
of lye, naphthalene, or paradichloro- 
benzene at 8 to 10-foot intervals. 
The holes are then carefully closed. 
Repeat when {resh signs of working 
appear either in old runs or new 
ones. Fencing in beds of especiall) 
valuable plants is more sure. Gal- 
vanized hardware cloth and 1-inch 
netting can both be used to make 
baskets to safeguard rare and valued 
bulbs and plants. Barriers of con 
crete have been found worth the cx- 
pense in some cases. 


%. Calcium cyanide dust and cer- 
tain commercial preparations will 
often clear an area by literally gas- 
sing the moles in it. Gassing is not 
as effective on open sandy soils as 
on those with much clay. 


6. Poisoned baits are often but not 
always successful because of the sus- 
picion with which moles regard 
strange materials. Strychnine-coated 
milo maize has been a good poison 
bait in the Southwest, has not been 
so successful in the Central-East 
Pellets of bread and peanut butter 
mixed with rat poison have acted 
both as poison and repellent in 
Mississippi. Probably the _ safest 
poisons to use are those offered by 
leading seedsmen everywhere. If 
the materials are handled carefully, 
putting out poison bait for moles 
is not dangerous since it goes under- 
ground away from children and 
pets and the holes thru which it is 
pushed must be closed at once so as 
not to arouse the suspicions of thes- 
underground intruders.

Beware of Jealousy

The commonest and most obvious 
cause of jealousy in children is the 
displacing of a former “only” by 
the birth of a baby brother or sister. 
A reader recently wrote me a most 
interesting letter, describing graph- 
ically her own sufferings when, at 
the age of 4, she was presented with 
a baby sister, all unheralded, and 
later was required to take the little 
sister with her wherever she went. 

“I resented having her always 
tagging along, and she equally re- 
sented my ‘bossiness.’ We had fights 
and hair pullings every day. Now 
we are grown up and have babies 
of our own, but we are not friends, 
and I doubt that we ever will be.” 


Mopern parents, however, are 
pretty well warned about this type 
of thing, and nowadays do a good 
job of preparing the elder child, em- 
phasize that it’s “our baby,” take 
pains that he shan’t feel left out of 
things, and while they give him 
some responsibilities for the new 
baby, are careful not to make them 
onerous. 

As a result, all starts out smoothly. 
Then when the baby gets to be 18 
months to two years old, the elder 
may lose his affectionate attitude 
and suddenly become jealous and 
resentful. Let’s look into things and 
try to find out what has happened. 
Quite often, it’s a failure on the par- 
ent’s part to protect the belongings 
of the eldest from the runabout. 
You and I know that “‘Baby didn’t 
mean to,” but that is small comfort 
to a preschooler who sees his most 
cherished possessions wrecked and 
has no redress. 

He needs to be taught to share, 
but he is just as entitled to keep cer- 
tain sacred possessions to himself as 
you and I are. If you don’t respect 
this right, you run a danger of build- 
ing in him suspicion of you and re- 
sentment and antagonism toward 
the young depredator. 


Ten again, there are parents 
who, in their desire to keep the elder 
from getting left out, crowd the 
baby into the background and build 
such a selfish, egotistical attitude in 
the elder that he can’t bear for 
anyone else to have anything. 

Jealousies of- the kind just cited 
aren’t alarming. A certain amount 
is natural, for children have to learn 
to share, just as they have to learn 
other things. If you have erred in 
one of the ways aforementioned, 
correct it. Teach one youngster to 
respect the rights of the other. If 
there is trouble over some toy, take 
it away from everybody. 

Doctor Kugelmass suggests team 
play as a means of teaching a child 
to be a good sport. “If he partici- 
pates in things he does well, and 
also in those he does badly, con- 
sideration for others will be learned. 
Intelligent supervision of the child’s 
activities is the supreme means of 
building self-confidence.” And as 
we’ve seen that jealousy is caused by 
a feeling of insecurity, self-confi- 
dence is the best way to defeat it. 

We should also understand that 
children go thru phases when they 
are likely to be hypercritical of

others—around 10 is one, and the 
beginning of adolescence is another. 
If inter-family relationships have 
been pretty good up to this time, 
don’t let it bother you too much. 
Praise the adolescent when he de- 
serves it and the younger ones when 
they merit it. Let much that is said 
go in one ear and out the other. 
Around 17 or 18 you'll find the 
critic suddenly discovering that the 
small fry are a pretty good bunch 
after all, and probably devoting 
much affectionate attention to them 
henceforth. 


THe jealousies to worry about are 
those that begin early and intensify 
as the children grow older. ““My 
children hate each other,” ve had 
parents tell me. That isn’t natural 
and normal, and if you've a situ- 
ation of that kind, you’d better get 
busy and find out what is wrong. 

Jealousies carried to the point of 
hatred are nearly always caused by 
favoritism of some kind. . Parents 
may be conscious of it themselves— 
mothers have told me in so many 
words that one child was a favorite, 
that they had little feeling for an- 
other. But more usually, it’s un- 
conscious, and possibly grows out 
of deep, hidden hurts or maladjust- 
ments in the parents’ own lives or in 
their relationship to each other. 

There was Edgar, for instance, 
an adolescent mess if there ever was 
one. His mother appealed to me for 
help with him because he was sullen 
and uncooperative, not doing well 
at school, disliked his brothers, ac- 
tively hated his sister, was antag- 
onistic toward the mother, and was 
running with the wrong crowd. 

She went on to explain that the 
other children were talented in var- 
ious ways, but Edgar was rather 
slow and stupid and interested in 
nothing but machinery, “like his 
father.”” Since Edgar had no quali- 
ties of any consequence, she had 
him wash the dishes while his tal- 
ented sister practiced the piano. 
One of the problems was how to get 
Edgar to go on washing the dishes! 

The favoritism here is plain for 
anyone to see, and also what it is 
doing to Edgar. But it sprang from 
the contempt Edgar’s mother had 
for his father before him. 


Ir HAS often seemed to me that in 
the conception and birth of every 
baby that comes into this world, 
there is high drama. The way the 
mother felt toward the father, the 
father toward the mother, the feel- 
ings of each toward other children 
in the family, toward their own 
parents, all color the attitudes of the 
parents toward the baby, and the 
baby’s attitude toward them and 
toward his brothers and sisters. It’s 
only human for parents who have 
been wounded in their own deepest 
emotions to pass on their hurt in a 
bitter, warped point of view. And 
their children suffer. 

But a very marvelous thing about 
human beings—and it’s especially 
true of parents—is that WE CAN 
CHANGE. 

If your child is jealous and hate- 
ful, don’t blame him alone. Some-

We Grow Sweet Potatoes 
Up North 


By Katherine Palmer Plumb 





Prepare warm, sandy garden 
soil when weather is safe for 
setting tender plants out- 
doors. Use 20 pounds of spe- 
cial sweet-potato fertilizer or 
10 pounds balanced plant 
food for a plot 50 x 20 feet 





Use an additional 10 pounds 


of plant food two weeks later 
to side-dress rows, taking 
eare that it doesn't fall on 
stems and leaves. Water 
again. Pull weeds close to 
sweet-potato plants by hand 


E IGHTY pounds of sweet potatoes 
for 75 cents is a bargain any day. 
That’s what our 1944 crop cost us 
in cash—75 cents for 100 plants of 
Nancy Halls. They’re the yam type 
with moist, yellow flesh, real sweet 
potatoes. 

Given a warm soil, light to the 
point of sandiness, and strong plants, 
we've found sweet potatoes are one 
of the easier vegetables to grow in 
our northern garden. They thrive 
in hot, dry weather and are seldom 
bothered by such insects and diseases 
as molest them in the South. 

Altho it’s simple enough to grow 
your own plants, we found the mar- 
ket price is so cheap that it wasn’t 
worth it to spend the time. In our 
southern Connecticut garden, the 
weather is right for setting out ten- 
der plants by Decoration Day or the 
week following. Our plot was 15 by 
26 feet. The ground was very sandy 
and had been plowed for two succes- 
sive years. 


We LINED up five rows two and 
one-half feet apart. With a trowel, 
holes were made in the soft soil 15 
inches apart and a good quart of 
water put into each. Then the plants 
were set in place and the soil care- 
fully pressed over and among the 
roots. This work was done the eve-

Space holes for plants every 
15 inches in rows 2% feet 
apart. Use only strong, well- 
rooted plants and use plenty 
of water when setting them. 
Shade for several days until 
they have become established 





Dig when leaves have been 
turned black by frost. Cut 
off vines, and dig potatoes 
with a fork. Handle care- 
fully and set near furnace to 
“cure” for two or three weeks. 
Store in medium- warm place 


ning of delivery. We could not pro- 
tect the transplants from the sun, 
but only three failed to rally from 
the experience. 

After three weeks, two good table- 
spoons of plant food were dropped 
in a ring around each stem, about 
four inches out. A little soil was 
drawn over the plant food and the 
plants were watered again. 


Sweer potatoes need little care. 
No spraying or dusting is necessary 
in this part of the country and shal- 
low cultivation to keep down weeds 
is needed only until the plants form a 
green ground cover. Two or three 
times during the summer, we went 
thru the rows looking for runners 
that had rooted at the nodes and 
pulled these loose. We wanted all 
the strength of the main plant to go 
into potatoes. 

Toward the end of August the 
weather was so hot and dry that 
foliage began to droop. Then came 
the hurricane of September 14, with 
drenching rains, followed by a 
stretch of warm, bright days. The 
sweet potatoes sprang to attention. 

When leaves had been turned 
black by frosts in early October, we 
dug the potatoes after first cutting 
and rolling the vines off the patch.

@ My husband is out of the Army now. He can’t sleep. Some sudden noise 
like the exhaust of a motor will bring him upright in bed with a jerk that 
pulls the covers off me. Should he take sleeping powders, or a little whisky? 
And will he ever sleep naturally again? 


A Give him time. He’ll improve a lot as he settles into civilian life 
and no longer has to depend upon wakefulness to keep alive. No 
sedatives, no alcoholic nightcaps. Above all, no opiates. These are 
dangerous indulgences that will retard his recovery, not hasten it. 
And don’t ask him how he has slept, either. 


@ LPve just given a returned soldier his old job back, but how different he is 
-from the steady boy he used to be! He’s just about ruining my business. He’s 
fidgety, restless, can’t stay indoors, is constantly ranning outside for a smoke. 


I hate to fire him. How can I help him—and myself, too? 


A To be sure it’s difficult for you to run your business; but not 
nearly so hard as for him to run the emotional mess that war has 
made of his life. You can get away from your problems occasion- 
ally; he can never get relief from his problems of living and ad- 
justing. You can be far more useful now than when you were help- 
ing win the war with Bonds and taxes. Patience and sympathy 
and understanding will mean more to him than you’ll ever know. 


@ 1 started to work in an office when my husband went overseas last year. 
But tho I'd traveled all over the country by bus to be with him, as soon as he 
left I found myself nervous and confused as soon as I stepped in a bus. Being 
with people makes me nervous. When I’m alone I feel my chair is moving or 
the room is rocking. Doctor after doctor has found nothing wrong with me. 
My mother, with whom I live, tells me I’m crazy. Can I be losing my mind? 


One 
that I knew gave up her office job and got work in a defense plant, 
where other service wives were going thru the same emotional ex- 
perience. She didn’t try to fight off her feelings. Instead, every time 
she felt sick or dizzy or confused she’d simply say to herself: “‘I’m 
doing this to get my husband home quicker. If he has to stand the 
cold fear and nausea that every man has when he goes into danger, 
I guess I can keep going, too.”’ Her pluck helps the other girls; and 
their sympathy helps her. I believe that’s your cure.

Cape-Hyacinths  (Galtonia candi- 
cans) are prettiest used as back- 
grounds where their 4-foot spires 
dangle great numbers of fragrant, 
white, bell-shaped flowers in time 
to contrast beautifully with brilliant 
border phlox and summer annuals. 
They’re also excellent for cutting. 
Plant the bulbs 4 inches deep— 
measuring from their bases. 


Zephyr-lilies—rain-lilies—or fairy- 
lilies are all names applied to sum- 
mer- and fall-blooming species of 
zephyranthes. Of these, <. carinata 
and <. rosea with their rosy-pink 
flowers are prettiest and most popu- 
lar for rock gardens and to bloom 
in wide pots on the porch or terrace. 
Blue bedding lobelias are particular- 
ly fetching alongside them and so is 
the blue nigella or love-in-a-mist. 


Gloriosa or the Climbing-lily grows 
from a tuber and not a true bulb. 
The lilylike flowers with their twisty, 
red and yellow petals hang out from 
stems 2 to 4 feet tall. It’s best given 
a spot among low shrubs such as 
artemisia or baptisia on which it 
can be supported as it climbs into 
the light, holding on by only its 
curled leaf tips. Gloriosas bloom 
thru the late summer following 
spring planting. Handle the tubers 
as you do dahlias. In the North plant 


them early in pots, then shift with- | 
out disturbing the roots to the gar- | 
den border after warm weather has | 


come to Stay. 


Caladiums fall into two main clas- 
es. The fancy-leaf sorts are real finds 
for livening up shaded porches and 
corners where flowers are scarce. 
These plants want heat at all times. 
Start the bulbs in pots kept at 70 
degrees and above. After the pink 
noses poke above soil, keep fancy- 
leaf caladiums well watered at all 
times. The big green “elephant- 
ears” do best near the constant drip 
of a hydrant where in very rich soil 
they'll sometimes grow to be 6 and 
7 feet tall. 


Tuberous begonias have the most 
theatrical flowers of all these sum- 
mer-flowering bulbs. They're just 
the thing for the porch because they 
need to be kept out of burning sun. 
Buy started plants from nearby 
growers or get dormant bulbs and 
lay them—hollow side up—on wet 
sand until the first coral-pink growth 
shows. For detailed care, see ““My 
Favorites?

dusts it with paris green, the cheap- 
est of the insecticides. 

These are the emergency meas- 
ures to control mosquito larvae that 
follow on the heels of Marines in 
battle. Your community and mine 
can take the same kind of control 
measures if malaria outbreaks 
threaten us after the war. In our 
southern cities, public health ofh- 
cials tour the streets in tank-equipped 
motorcycles, squirting a half teacup 
of oil into every sewer opening. 
Northern communities might find 
it necessary to do this after the war. 


Once our Marines are established 
on a former Jap-held island, the 
medical team begins to take in- 
ventory of the diseases in that area. 
With test tubes in their hands, they 
seek out damp, shaded spots, rotted 
tree stumps, tent walls, and other 
mosquito-siesta places. In the test 
tube is a bit of cotton soaked in 
chloroform. 

When a searcher finds a napping 
mosquito he holds the test tube 
under it and the dizzy victim falls 
in. Back at the Quonsett hut or tent 
that serves as a laboratory, the en- 
tomologist of the team identifies the 
mosquito as to type. If he’s an 
anopheles he’s a potential carrier of 
malaria. If he’s an aedes egypti he’s 
a delivery truck either for filariasis 


or dengue. If the pest is a culex he 
may be hauling filariasis worms 

The lab man then places the mos- 
quito under a dissecting scope and 
deftly takes him apart. Cysts, 
growths, on the outside of the sto: 
ach wall, plus little parasites shaped 
like a segment of orange in the sa! 
vary glands and proboscis tell t/! 
worker that this particular mos 
quito is carrying malaria.

lancets. Before beginning to drink 
blood, she injects a bit of saliva into 
you and that’s when the tiny disease 
organisms enter. In the case of ma- 
laria, it’s those orange-shaped sev- 
ments. In the case of filariasis, ii's 
a microscopic worm. In the case of 
dengue, it’s a virus, invisible under 
the microscope, but capable of 
great damage. 

You can always tell, incidentally, 
if you’re being bitten by an anophe 
for this kind invariably ‘‘stands on 
her head” when biting. The others

Malaria Coming? 


Will You Get It? 
[ Continued from preceding page } 


decided, whites couldn’t contract it. 


Then, at the beginning of this | 


war, our men began to come down 
with swollen lymph glands and out- 
growing red streaks. A Navy medical 
team headed by Lieutenant Com- 
mander Leon Bromberg was sent to 
Samoa to investigate. 

Why had the bites of the mos- 
quito suddenly become dangerous 
after two generations of apparent 
immunity? 


Tus history of Samoan occupa- 
tion told them something. Before the 
war, our Marines had been well 
separated from native populations. 
But in the rush of meeting the Jap 
onslaught in 1942 and our need for 
native labor to build defenses, men 
and natives were compelled to live 
and work together. 

Therefore, intermingling was the 
clue. That being the case, it was im- 
portant to determine how much 
segregation was necessary. 

Bromberg and his men, trapped 
mosquitoes in the center of villages, 
at 25 yards from the edge, at 50 
yards, and 100 yards. 

They found that in the center of 
villages as high as 45 percent of all 
aedes mosquitoes were infected with 
microfilariae, plus a smaller propor- 
tion of culex. At 25 yards only one- 
fifth were carrying microscopic 
worms, at 50 yards only one-twen- 
tieth, and at 100 yards only an oc- 
casional mosquito. 

In other words, the Samoan aedes 
had an extremely short flight range, 
and if our troops were kept a few 
hundred yards away from any vil- 
lage, the chances of infection were 
practically nil. 


Boru the filariasis carriers, aedes 
and culex, are well distributed thru- 
out the United States. Yet, Navy 
doctors feel we have little to fear 
from this tropical disease. 

There has been only one epidemic 
of filariasis in this country, and that 
was at Charleston, South Carolina. 
The epidemic died out of itself and 
never recurred. For years travelers 
have been coming back to the 
United States from the tropics and 
have never caused another outbreak. 

As for the painful but not fatal 
dengue, there were a million cases in 
Dixie in 1922. Dengue is no fun. The 
patient gets the impression that if he 
so much as moves his head, his bones 
will crack. Its familiar name _ is 
**break-bone fever.” 

Our Navy doctors see little chance 
of an epidemic of dengue. They 
gain confidence from the fact that 
when a person is cured of dengue he 
is cured for good. He doesn’t seem 
to carry it around in his blood. 
Therefore the chances of ou soldiers 
and sailors bringing it home are 
slim. Furthermore the mosquito 
that carries dengue (and filariasis) 
is the same mosquito that carries 
yellow fever. Our yellow fever con- 
trol in this country is excellent, and 
in controlling yellow fever we'll be 
controlling dengue and filariasis. 

Malaria remains the great threat, 
but malaria can be held in check if

we are ready for it. We know that 
our Public Health Service, plus the 
returning Army and Navy medical 
personnel, will do its share. 

You, or your community, can 
supplement the work of the Publi: 
Health Service. It’s important for 
your home doctor, with his shingk 
on Main Street, to brush up on trop- 
ical diseases. If he encounters a 
patient with a chill, he should re- 
member that there’s such a diseas: 
as malaria. He shouldn’t treat fo: 
malaria unless the blood smear shows 
positive, because the chill might 
mean spinal meningitis, or some- 
thing else. 

If the doctor sees a red streak on 
arm or leg, without any apparent 
source of infection, he should enter- 
tain the thought of filariasis. Every- 
one can help by clearing under- 
growth out of ditches, cutting weeds 
that make a spot dank and shady, 
keeping trash cleared out, and drain- 
ing or oiling low spots where water 
stagnates. 


Irs important for you to remem- 
ber, this spring and summer, that if 
you avoid mosquito bites you avoid 
disease. When you go out to work in 
the garden toward twilight, put a 
mosquito repellent on wrists, neck, 
and face. 

Then go after the mosquito inside 
the house. The chances are that a 
few hundred female mosquitoes have 
spent the winter in your attic or cel- 
lar. If an entomologist were to test 
the water in your flower vases, or the 
seldom-used toilet tank off the spare 
room, he would probably find mos- 
quito wigglers there—very likely the 
aedes egypti, carrier of dengue and 
filariasis. Mosquitoes don’t travel 
very far. They may range a mile 
from their breeding ground, but for 
the most part they stick around, 
close to home. If we keep the neigh- 
borhood mosquito-free, we'll be an- 
noyed only by the occasional migrant 


New Chaser 


New mosquito repellents, vasily 
superior to any available in the past, 
will be on the market after the war 
or whenever production surpasses 
military needs. 

One of the most promising is 
known as Formula 612. It has no un- 
pleasant odor, is not injurious to man 
or materials, is inexpensive to manu- 
facture, and under field conditions 
repels ordinary pest mosquitoes for 
from eight to 10 hours. 

Its principal weakness is that it 
isn’t as obnoxious to the anopheles 
(malaria-carrying mosquitoes) as it 
is to the others. To overcome that. 
entomologists combined 612 with 
dimethyl phthalate, effective against 
malaria mosquitoes but less so 
against the common ones. In order 
to give the compound a three-way 
kick, they have also added Indalone, 
which repels practically all two- 
winged flies such as house flies, bit- 
ing stable flies, deer flies, and gnats. 

Both 612 and dimethyl! phthalate 
were developed by entomologists at 
the New Jersey Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station, Rutgers Univer- 
sity, in co-operation with the Federal 
Bureau of Entomology and Plant 
Quarantine.—Sam Reck

left to dry in the sun for a couple of 
hours and then brought into the 
barn. After discarding the runts, we 
had three peach baskets full of me- 
cium-sized potatoes, worth about six 
dollars at the autumn market price. 

In digging and handling our 
sweet potatoes, we took care to avoid 
cuts and bruises. We piled them in 
baskets to “‘cure”’ where the temper- 
ature hovered between 75 and 80 
degrees F. Since we have no furnace 
in the cellar, we took our potatoes 
into a small room where the hot 
water heater keeps the mercury this 
high. After three weeks the baskets 
were brought up and stored in a 
warm closet. Here the temperature 
remains above 65 degrees F. 

Thru the winter, we enjoyed them 
baked, candied, mashed, and in a 
casserole with apples. Pride in our 
little hoard increased as prices ad- 
vanced. After all, 80 pounds of 
sweet potatoes is a bargain for our 
small outlay and the minimum of 
care they took thru the summer. 
We’re getting our order for plants 
in early this year.

Right now, there is an acute short- 
age of lumber and of paper products. 
Most of us need not worry about 
our part in the lumber shortage; 
nobody will sell us lumber for non- 
essential use. But we ail use paper. 

The other day, I stood in a fac- 
tory and watched the packing of a 
rather minor item of supplies for 
our fighting men. The product was 
packed in one-gallon glass jars. In 
peacetimes, it was delivered without 
further packing. But for the armed 
services, these jars were placed in 
corrugated paper cartons; these car- 
tons were wrapped in waxed paper, 
sealed by heat; the wrapped cartons 
were inclosed in wooden boxes. 

Why all this extra labor and care? 
Well, what would be the point in 
carrying supplies across the Pacific, 
to lose them at last? Substantially 
packed, supplies may be thrown 
overboard without spoilage from 
salt water; the packages will float, 
and may be picked up out of the 
sea. Substantial recoveries may be 
made, even from a sunken ship. 
Ten thousand miles away, that re- 
covery means something. 


PAPER PLAYS a large part in all 
of this preparation. It is used in 
enormous quantities—far beyond 
peacetime needs. Let’s add to our 
resolves a purpose to destroy none 
of it; to call in our Boy Scouts or 
the Salvation Army when we have 
accumulated a supply. In that way 
we may keep faith, in a small way, 
with the brave lads with the flag on 
a Japanese island, 
across the earth, ‘ 
away from their Poa 
homes.

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Outdoor Gardening Guide

May is the key month for gardeners. In vegetables 
successive plantings of the early “cool crops”—rad- 
ishes, lettuce, beets, carrots, and spinach—are con- 
tinued. One planting of parsley is sufficient because 
as it’s cut new shoots are put out. Peas and turnips 
deteriorate greatly in quality after the first hot weath- 
er comes. Two spring plantings are usually the limit. 
In average localities, snap beans and corn can be 
planted the first part of the month and Lima beans, 
potatoes, and the vine crops—melons, cucumbers, 
pumpkins, and squashes—from the middle to the last. 
By this time the soil is warm enough so that seed treat- 
ment to prevent decay isn’t as imperative as earlier. 
The seed comes up so quickly it doesn’t have time for 
reverses. But use your own judgment, if it’s a cold, 
wet spring. 

Early this month set out the plants that will stand 
some frost. Early cabbage should already be in, and 
it’s time to transplant midseason varieties, and sow 
seed of the late ones. 





For Early Tomatoes. Get a dozen large plants of 
early tomatoes in 4- to 6-inch pots or 4-inch plant 
bands. If they’re a foot tall by the middle of May, 
plant them in the garden. Have heavy pasteboard 
boxes ready to cover them in case a hard frost 
threatens. This extra gamble of two weeks will give 
you tomatoes well ahead of your regular crop and at 
a time when they’re most appreciated. Much value 
can be added to the home garden by lengthening 
the season of vegetables and often this takes little more 
than planning ahead. If a dry spell should hit while 
tomatoes are ripening, apply a complete plant food, 
mulch heavily, and water thoroly. I always feed 
plants before mulching them. 

Start cultivating the early plantings whether weeds 
are showing or not. It’s so much easier to keep weeds 
out than to get them out. If you wait until they show, 
a rain is sure to come along and keep you out of the 
garden until these weeds have established enough root 
growth to make them hard to destroy. If weeds get 
large, especially those of the type of purslane (which 
seems to increase by leaps and bounds in my garden), 
it’s not only necessary to hoe or plow them up but to 
rake them off the ground. If left in large piles on the 
garden they’ll hold enough moisture to reroot and be 
as secure aS ever. 


Can or Freeze These. The perennial crops of rhu- 
barb and asparagus are at their best now. Do your 
canning while they’re most prolific. Cut off all flower- 
ing stalks on rhubarb as soon as they appear. If al- 
lowed to go to seed, much energy is taken from the 
plant and growth of new leaves is checked. From 
asparagus plants that have been in the ground two 
years or more and are firmly established, you can cut 
until July 1. They will only grow up to attract aspar- 
agus beetles so keep the patch clean. The practice of 
cutting asparagus below ground is chiefly for keeping 
purposes. If asparagus moves directly from the field to 
the pan or the deep-freeze unit cutting below ground 
is a waste of time. 


Fer Quick Coler. Set out annuals now. Snapdragons, 
annual larkspur, marigolds, zinnias, and verbenas 


can all take a little nippy weather, so take a chance - 


and get them out early. Morning-glories, ageratum, 
annual dahlias are very sensitive to frost. Let them 
wait until all danger is past. Full-grown pansies give 
color immediately. Space them one foot apart and 
keep their blossoms picked thoroly. They like a loose 
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Blow *%4 percent rote- 
none dust down into the 
heads of cabbage to keep 
down cabbage worms. 
Do this every 10 days 
until heads are harvested 





Cover rows and flats 
planted with the fine seed 
of petunias and snap- 
dragons with strips of 
burlap or cheesecloth to 
hold moisture and pre- 
vent washing. Untilseeds 
sproi@ pin these covers 
down with 6-inch loops 
made from No. 13 wire 





Use a broom rake to 
scatter thick bunches of 
grass where the lawn 
mower throws it in rid- 
ges. If left as they fall, 
these ridges will smother 
the grass underneath 
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Water flats thoroly a 
few hours before you 
shift your plants to the 
garden. The plants take 
up the water and wilt 
less after planting. They 
can also be blocked off 
and taken from the flats 
easier when soil is damp 


or sandy soil. If not sandy, keep it loose by frequent 
cultivation. If in full sun the ground can be kept cool 
and moist by peatmoss or humus mulch. 


In shady areas use tuberous-rooted begonias, fuch- 
sias, impatiens, rosy nicotianas, and vinca for color. 
The first three are sensitive to frost. Tuberous-rooted 
begonias don’t demand shade for growth but will not 
endure in burning heat. In mountainous regions and 
near large bodies of water where high temperatures 
aren’t encountered, they can be grown in full sun. 
In localities not so favored it’s necessary to keep

Streamliner fer Early Crop. 
But to lead off the bean season, we 
need a good early cropper that won’t 
rot in the cool wet soil of spring. In 
Streamliner we have a bean that 
does just that. Unless we have a 
succession of late frosts in spring it 
will come thru and produce a crop 
weeks before beans less resistant to 
cold can be harvested. Use it as a 
first-early only, and pick the pods 
when they are about five inches 
long, before they reach full maturity. 

Lima beans, too, have been im- 
proved, this time by top-flight plant 
breeders at the United States De- 
partment of Agriculture. Again, 
the problem they’ve licked is that 
of midsummer heat. In the new 
Fordhook 242, they have given us a 
bean with all the high quality of the 
original Fordhook, plus the ability 
to hold onto its flower buds thru 
hot summer days. In my own tests, 
Fordhook 242 produced 50 percent 
more early pods and 30 percent 
more pods toward the end of the 
season than the next-best Lima 
bean. 

In cooler sections, the old Ford- 
hook is still tops for quality. For 
those who insist on small-seeded 
Lima beans, there is USDA 
Henderson No. 2, which is about 
the earliest Lima bean and which 
can be grown farther north than 
other varieties. 


New Pole Beans. Pole beans are 
better, too. Even that overwhelming 
old-time favorite, Kentucky Won- 
der, must yield to the newer Poto- 
mac. Potomac has the same dis- 
tinctive, delicious flavor and pro- 
duces just as many pods, but on 
Potomac vines the pods hang 
straight and stringless, even when 
mature. 

Here’s the best way to use these 
newer varieties in the average gar- 
den: 

About 10 days before the “‘frost 
free date” in spring—when it’s safe 
to set out tender plants—I make a 
planting of Streamliner—a generous 
100 foot row for a family of four. We 
can’t possibly eat all the pods this 
row will produce as snap beans, but 
Streamliner has a white seed that 
makes a wonderful shell bean or a 
baking bean when mature. Then 
when the weather warms up a bit— 
say when the apple trees are in 
bloom, I plant a 25-foot row of Ten- 
dergreen, Bountiful, or Plentiful. 

Two weeks later, I sow a 25-foot 
row of Potomac pole beans, and a 
second planting of one of the mid- 
season varieties like Tendergreen. 
If I were using Florida Belle, I'd 
plant only a 15-foot row at first, 
another a week later, a third the 
following week, and a fourth row 
when the Potomac seed went in. 

Space these newer, huskier bush 
beans about 4 inches apart in the 
rows and make the rows 20 inches 
between centers. Pole beans grow 
best on poles set tepee fashion, with 
the poles tied together at the top and 
the lower ends set to form a 4-foot 
triangle. “Plant” the lower ends of 
your poles 3 to 6 inches deep and 
lash the tops together so high winds 
can’t budge them. [ Turn to next page

It Pays to Inoculate. Even if you 
have grown beans _ successfully 
before, you’ll be surprised how much 
inoculating with a vigorous strain 
of legume bacteria can increase 
yields and vigor. These bacteria 
(not the bugs that make you sick, 
but the ones that help your plants 
extract nitrogen from the air) come 
in dry form and can be dusted on 
the seeds before planting. 


Seed Disinfectants. In northern 
areas where Lima beans often rot 
in cold ground, seed protectants 
can guard them against decay. 

The new organic compounds 
marketed as Fermate, Arasan, and 
Spergon seem to give maximum 
control with minimum damage and 
should be given preference. But 
these are often hard to find today 
and as a satisfactory substitute, 
there is probably nothing ‘better 
than cuprous oxide compounds. 
When using these chemicals follow 
manufacturers’ directions carefully. 


The Seys. Almost a distinct vege- 
table, but usually classed with other 
beans, the so-called edible soybean 
fills a particular niche. From a nutri- 
tion standpoint it comes closer to 
meat than any other vegetable and 
can substitute in part for that scarce 
article of diet. Many think that 
soys in both their green and dried 
stages are tastier than the finest 
Lima beans. With no serious insect 


enemies and no diseases to worry | 


about, they’re as easy to grow as 
weeds. Sow as soon as the danger 
from frost is over spacing the plants 
6 inches apart in rows 24 inches 
center to center, and in 3 months 
you'll be harvesting a crop. Varie- 
ties are much alike, but north of the 
Ohio River, Bansei is the earliest 
and the equal to any in quality. 


Fer Peak Flavor. If you want the 
one thing that no grocer can sell 
you—the delicate, yet rich flavor 
of fresh, crisp, young beans—you 
must catch them in the immature 








stage. See how small you can pick | 


them and still get reasonable pro- 
duction. Then see how large you 
can grow them without losing qual- 
ity. Somewhere in between is the 
stage at which to pick your beans. 
Always (and I mean always) delay 
picking as late as you can before the 
day’s harvest is to be cooked. While 
beans aren’t as sweet as peas, most 
of the flavor of delicate young, 
home-grown beans is due to the 
same sugars you find in peas. ‘These 
sugars begin to change to starch as 
soon as the pod is picked. The longer 
they are picked before cooking, the 
lower the sugar content, and the 
poorer the flavor.

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12 to 15 plants per person is usually 
sufficient. 

Paper pots are more satisfactory 
than clay pots in growing early 
plants because they fit close together 
and do not dry out as quickly as the 
clay pots do. On the other hand, 
unless a little extra fertilizer is given 
them, the bacteria decomposing the 
paper pots steal the nitrogen from 
the plants. Use a heaping teaspoon 
of a balanced plant food to each 
quart of water and pour this around 
your plants to counteract this tem- 
porary nitrogen shortage. If it’s 
possible to buy ammonium sulfate, 
drop 1 tablespoon in 2 gallons of 
water and use the same way. 

Altho tomatoes are about as cos- 
mopolitan as any vegetable as to 
types of soil, theyll give better 
yields if planted in good soil that 
is adequately drained. Stiff clay 
soils can be loosened up by mixing 
in sifted coal ashes and rotted green 
stuff, 


Te Stake or Not. Now whether you 
stake your tomatoes or whether you 
let them sprawl is largely a matter 
of your preference and convenience. 
The tomatoes yield just about the 
same either way. Those who stake 
their tomatoes must pay for it by 
the added labor of keeping all the 
side branches which appear in the 
axils of the leaves removed so that 
the vines are trained to one or two 
stems. The vines must be tied at 
regular intervals or supported on 
racks or hoops, or they'll flop. If 
you’re not willing to take this extra 
time, better let them sprawl. Strips 
torn from old pajamas do excellently 
for tying up vines. But personally, I 
prefer raffia that has been soaked a 
few hours to soften it. 

Being able to grow tomatoes that 
are tremendously tall is nothing to 
brag about. I say—why get a step- 
ladder and climb it to pick your 
tomatoes if you can get the same 
yield nearer the ground? After all, 
it’s the yield per plant and not the 
amount of growth per plant we’re 
after. But if you do want to brag 
about how tall your tomatoes are, 
plant them in a little shade and 
they'll climb quite a bit higher than 
in the sun. 


Mutleches Help. Mulching your to- 
matoes conserves soil moisture, does 
much to prevent blossom-end rot. 
This is that browning of the lower 
ends of the fruits and is due usually 
to too-little moisture in the soil. 
Mulches of straw or other material 
under tomatoes that are not staked 
will also give you cleaner fruit. 

Tomatoes usually require but 
little effort for pest control. The big 
tomato worms are easiest hand- 
picked. Corn-ear worms are also 
found in tomatoes and are best hand- 
picked. Plant lice, if they should ap- 
pear, can be controlled by spraying 
with nicotine sulfate. If leaf diseases 
bob up, dust or spray with some 
material containing copper. The 
old-fashioned material was Bor- 
deaux mixture. Ask your seedsman 
for this or more modern equivalents. 
Now, don’t forget that tomato 
juice made from the orange-colored 
Jubilee tomatoes gives a little added 
excitement to the meal. I find my 
uninitiated friends think we’re serv- 
ing them orange juice—and they

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How to Butcher 
a (ood House Plan

Ler many a man get hold of a house plan by a skilled architect 
and he fancies himself a designing genius. He and his wife, who 
wouldn’t think of changing the recipe in making a 50-cent cake, 
change plenty on what is to be their $7,000 house.

air out and the plants will be slow 
in getting started. ‘This is more seri- 
ous on loam soils than on sandy 
soils. 

To use a starter solution when 
sowing seeds, make the furrow as you 
always do. For big seeds like beans, 
peas, sweet corn, pumpkins or 
squash, or smaller seeds that don’t 
float, place the seed in the furrow 
and pour on a cupful of the liquid 
for each foot of row, or each hill. 
For small seeds like carrot, beet, or 
flowers, the liquid should be poured 
into the furrow first and the seed 
sown just as soon as the liquid has 
soaked into the soil. Otherwise the 
small seeds will float on the water 
and will be displaced. However, the 
seed should always be sown before 
the soil dries out in the furrow. 

A starter solution can also be 
used to advantage when planting 
potatoes, by pouring a cupful of the 
liquid in each hill. For gladiolus 
corms use a cupful for each 4 bulbs 
before they are covered with soil. 


Wauen using the starter solution 
to side-dress the plants, use a quart 
to 3 feet of row, or around each large 
plant such as a tomato. If the soil is 
poor, the solution can be made even 
stronger by adding another measure 
of the plant food to each 12 quarts 
of water. Plants that grow all sum- 
mer, like tomatoes or broccoli, can 
be given 2 or 3 such feedings. Per- 
ennial-flowering plants should be 
fed during late summer and fall 
when they are making their growth 
for the following season.

maybe a sea of mud in the spring? 

Attesting to the hasty, ill-advised 
manner in which most city people 
plunge into their farm venture is the 
fact that the nation’s largest farm- 
selling syndicate—one specializing 
in small farms to city buyers— 
reports that only 75 percent of their 
purchasers stay on their farms more than 
three years. 

‘“‘We sell them over and over,”’ 
they say. And with each sale in re- 
cent years, the price has ascended a 
steady spiral. That’s what worries 
Uncle Sam, and spells trouble for 
the hasty purchaser. 

The other day I stood on a windy 
hill looking out over a city friend’s 
country place. To the north was a 
rocky, hilly pasture and south were 
several acres of light, sandy soil 
struggling to produce a crop of-oats.

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had learned the hard way that fine 
barns, steam heated houses, and 
swimming pools don’t make a farm. 

He should, first of all, have known 
what type of soil he was getting, and 
its productive value on what crops. 

Don’t let a salesman oversell you 
on the merits of sandy soil for raising 
potatoes, alfalfa, or peanuts—not 
unless the neighbors are raising 
bumper crops. Even that is no sure 
test. While you’re at it, have a visit 
with the neighbors and a look at 
their crops. 


Or COURSE, the use to which 
you intend putting the land will 
have a strong bearing upon your de- 
cision. Discuss this with your county 
farm adviser. Always of major im- 
portance is the drainage. Inquire as 
to conditions of the property during 
the winter months. Does water stand 
in the roads? How soon do the snow 
plows get thru? Are there any low 
places on the property where water 
collects? Have nearby rivers ever 
overflowed? What is the yearly tax 
levy? 

Definitely establish what water 
rights the property has, and see that 
they are included in your deed. Also 
determine whether any right of ways 
for roads, pipe lines, or power lines 
are granted either from or to your 
property. Be sure you have full 
mineral and oil rights, too—or find 
out why. 

As the seller or agent shows you 
around your prospective farm, note 
carefully all attributes and praises he 
gives the land and its improvements. 
If his statements are made in good 
faith he’ll have no objection to put- 
ting them on paper at the time of 
purchase. 


Anp don’t think that just because 
you’re in the country everyone is 
simon-pure. There are country con- 
men who can make the city slicker 
look like small town stuff. One of 
these in our community sold a city 
executive the biggest sand dune in 
the county. The buyer, one of the 
nation’s big names in aviation, ac- 
tually had to hire bulldozers to 
level his sandpile after the first wind- 
storm, and he insisted for a long time 
that he had a good farm. 

But what of the city dweller happy 
in his breadwinner role, but with a 
yen for the bracing smell of new- 
mown hay when day is done? 

It is from this group that most of 
the recent city farmers are treking 
to the country. And it is this group 
that must be particularly cautious. 
All too often they are swayed by 
emotions or the eye appeal of a farm. 
Many a rail fence has sold an alkali 
farm and many a clever operator 
has hung a few Dutch doors onto a 
termite-infested farmhouse to catch 
a sucker. One shrewd operator had 
dismal luck with a lemon until he 
bought a collie dog with sorrowful 
eyes and put on the place, explain- 
ing to prospective buyers that the 
dog belonged on the place—went 
with the deal. That softened them. 


Wate rail fences, wagon-wheel 
gates, and rural promoters are 
decoying many, paradoxically many 
a good buy is being passed up merely 
because it hasn’t been glamorized. 
There are still some sleepers. 

A couple of years ago we learned 
of a 10-acre orchard only 35 miles

Move to the Country? 
[ Continued from preceding page | 


from the city where we live, near 
a fine country club and not far 
from our original country place. It 
was involved in an estate, neglected. 
We decided to take it on. 


Lonc negotiations finally landed 
it for us at $5,000. The first crop 
brought nearly a fourth of the pur- 
chase price. Yet, a few months later 
our draft status prompted us to put 
it on the market. We advertised it 
in the metropolitan press and listed 
it with a dozen agents. Scores of 
people looked, but none bought. The 
reason, we're sure, is that it was 
midwinter. The trees were bare, the 
cover crop gave the grove an unkept 
look and the little, old, unpainted 
house was dismal looking. Yet, the 
place was a good value—as evi- 
denced by the action of a neighbor- 
ing farmer who had known the 
grove for 20 years. He offered to pay 
the price that city people had been 
sneering at; but our draft board had 
changed its mind—and so had we. 
We didn’t sell; but I daresay that 
this summer if we splash a little 
whitewash around and put up a 
rail fence we could get twice what 
we asked last winter. Most city 
people unfortunately, aren’t looking 
beyond the tinsel wrapping. 

But if you’re lucky enough to 
penetrate the tinsel and find your- 
self a good deal, how can you weigh 
the advantages of country life and 
be sure you’re making a wise deci- 
sion in getting back to the soil? 

You can’t—not definitely. 

But you can give it a whirl. 

To do this without regrets and 
sans a big dent in the bank account, 
take a 60 or 90 day option, or lease 
the place with an option to buy. 
Move in and see how you like it 
You'll be in the driver’s seat then 
and in a position to reach a sound 
decision based on experience. 





Ir AN option or lease is impossible, 
consider first the productive pos- 
sibilities. Talk to someone with a 
farm of similar size in the vicinity— 
one operated under conditions simi- 
lar to your projected program. 

The city homemaker, accustomed 
to the corner grocery, will find that 
managing a household in the coun- 
try requires more planning and 
efficiency. She must plan not only 
several meals in advance, but several 
days in advance. But it’s no real 
problem. The average country 
homemaker usually has plenty of 
milk, butter, cheese, and eggs in the 
cellar, along with an abundance of 
home canned fruits and vegetables 
and an occasional ham. And home 
frozen-food units, after the war, will 
make it all much simpler. 


A PUBLIC school bus goes right 
past our door as they now do most 
rural doors, and from what we’ve 
seen, we’re more than willing that 
our children attend rural schools. 
We’ve found youngsters in the 
country a clean, wholesome lot. 
They learn what hard, outdoor work 
is, experience the thrill of romping 
over hill and meadow, and pick up

Police protection in most rural 
areas is inferior to that in cities, and 
there’s less need for it. The dog is 
usually sufficient, and most farmers 
lose more property thru neighbors 
not returning borrowed tools and 
implements than they do thru bur- 
glaries. 


THere was a big scare out our 
way when the state built a model 
prison for first offenders. Everyone 
thought the countryside would be 
overrun with criminals. Police in the 
little country town even put in two- 
way radios—and among the first 
calls the prowl car got was a report 
that someone had climbed over the 
fence into the prison grounds and 
made off with a couple of rabbits. 

To give you an idea on financing, 
we'll mention just one of some dozen 
sources for rural building loans. 
Loans are made by the Federal Land 
Bank on the basis of a maximum of 
75 percent of the appraised value of 
the land. This appraised value is not 
current market value but is based 
on the long-term probable earning 
power of the land, the crops, con- 
dition of the trees (if any) and the 
probable yield to an average owner. 

If you’re not much of a farmer 
and don’t expect your country place 
to show a profit, there is a special 
loan which takes into consideration 
your earning power or income from 
other than farming activity. These 
loans are obtained thru the Land 
Bank Commissioner’s office and 
carry a 5 percent interest rate, as 
compared with 4 percent thru the 
straight Land Bank Loan. 


Tue city worker with visions of a 
cow, pigs, and chickens on his farm 
must bear in mind that livestock 
and poultry mean morning and eve- 
ning feeding and scores of other 
chores—with no :cspite. Pigs are 
just as hungry and cows give just as 
much milk on Sundays and holidays 
as any other time. You can’t leave 
for a week end upstate. And when 
crops are ready, no matter how 
small, the harvest can’t wait; nor 
will they respect your city job. 

These things you will tire of; we 
all do. 

But the summer sunsets, the call 
of the bobwhite from your east 
fence row, the walks thru autumn 
fields with your boy and his dog— 
these things you will never tire of. 
It is these things that make up for 
the occasional rough going of farm 
life—for me, at least. These are the 
things that have won me over.
